Tmprisnnmcnt for Debt.— Benjamin 


Pickman, Esq. in a letter published in 
the recent report of the Prison Discip- 
line. Society, has the following remark : 
—''Creditors are a much more wnry 
class of men than debtors ; and, if the 
law authorizing imprisonment for debt 
were repealed, they would probably be 
more cautious how they gave credit;

questioned, and that the opinion and 
practice of such men as Washington, 
Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison, Monroe
